With some persons it seems to be a pieyali'iit 


idea that a good dog cannot be of a bad color, 
and where color is not a nwtrk of blood this is 
indeed of little comparative consequence. Some 
breeds, however, have 
their 
chaiacterisiic 


shades, and in such cases a variation from the 
rule indicates an out-cross or impurity of blood, 
and can no longer be disiegnrded. For this 
reason color is a mailer of great moment to Ihe 
English sportsman, and f»i ins such an important 
featuie in their shows that a badly colored dog 
is tlni)wn out of the lists. Each of tlie promi- 
nent breeds of setteis, viz : Laverack, Irish and 
Gordon, has its individual aud recognized color 
or colors, and as these are unknown to many of 
our sportsmen, u e give the folowing as rules 
for judgment, in which we are supported by 
the leading authorities of England. 


Of the English setter, Stunelienge, in his 


" Dogs ol' tbe Iliitish Isles/' says : u We place 
the colors according lo mciit — 1. Orange aud 
while, witli freckled nose and legs ; 2. Orange 
and while; o. Lemon and white; 4. Black 
and while ticked, with slight tanned spots on 
feet and legs, commonly called Helton greys ; 
5. Pure white; 0. Black; 7. Fallow, or yellow ; 
8. Liver, or liver and white." In "The Set- 
ter," Mr. Laverack mentions these colors, and 
giver the colors of the hieed bearing his name, 
tlie blood of which can be traced back for over 
eiahty years. " Color black, or bl«B and white 
licked." 
"There is anollier variety of the 


same: sti ain, called the lemon and white Heltons, 
exactly the same breed and blood. These are 
marked similar to Ibc blues, except being spot- 
ted all through »itb lemon color instead of 
bluo," By the expression " ticked " it is un- 
derstood that the marking is in minute spots of 
bhie, black or lemon, on white ground. 


The color of the Irish setter, like tlie Gordon, 


is in some respects, a matter of controversy. It 
is beyond question that at dog-shows no color 
is deemed as perfect as the deep, blood red, 
without either black o.r white siiadings and 
marks. This was the color of Captain Iltitch- 
inson's Bob, tlie most celebrated dog of his 
day, and is the same exhibited by Dr. Gold- 
•smitli's Plunket, the best representative of the 
present time? Stonehenge says, "The blood 
red, or rich chestnut or mahogany color, the 
deep red— not golden, not fallow, nor yellow, 
nor fawn, — .but deep, pure blood red, is tho color 
of an Irish setter of high mark. This color 
must be unmixed with black, anil tested by 
a strong light ; there must not be black shadows 
or waves, much less Ulack fringe to tho ear, or 
profile to the frame. There aro good Irish set- 
ters nearly white, red and white, black-tan, or 
intimately crossed with black-tan, and In the 
last case showing the distinctive marks of the 
cross iu tho black tipping of tho coat, which 
Irish judges consider a very great fault in color." 
Practically the same are the expressions of 
Laverack and Idstone, though the former says, 
"My firm belief is, that no Irish setter exists 
without throwing back occasionally lo black, "

dishes. That is why it rains for three days af- 
ter the appearance of a rainbow, because the 
water must fall again on the earth. Wbcavcr 
arrives at the right moment at the spot where 
tin! rainbow is drinking, can lake possession of 
Ihe golden dish, which reflects all the colors of 
ibe rainbow ; but if nobody is there, the dishes 
aro again drawn up into the clouds. Some say 
that the rainbow always lets a dish fall. This 
onex! happened at Keullingen, in Suabia. It 
broke in several pie<vs, but Iho finder received 
a hundred gulden for it. At Tubingen, people 
used to i uu to the end of the rainbow, which 
appeared to be resting over the Neckar or Ihe 
Sleiimch, to secure the golden dish.

This, 
in brief, is that the President has appointed 
Pt'inociats to office only in such localities in 
Hit South iu which he has been unable to se- 
cure Republicans of suitable respousibilily and 
ability.

ments Is concerned, he will hold them respon- 
sible for Ihc performance of Ibeir duties under 
their oalli to support the constitution. The ap- 
pointment of Democrats Is exceptional, and 
only applies t'> exceptional cases. In regaid to 
the oilier features objectionable to these Sena- 
tors, the President frankly stated that he is le- 
sponsibl* for the honesty and success of his ad- 
ministration, arid, therefore, must be permitted 
lo exercise perfect freedom in the seleclion of 
his instruments, and that his first desire was to 
make appointments which were acceptable lo 
the communities in which those filling them 
were to peiforni their functions; that he did 
not wish to wholly ignoio the filendly interest

In addition to 
this the Secretary of the Treasury is also-lo be 
asked to ascertain what sum will be necessary 
for semi-annual pajmenls from each road for 
the complete liquidation of the rest of the in- 
debtedness of Ihesc companies by 1005, which 
will-be twenty years before the company is re- 
quired lo pay, and five years after the terms of 
selllement become due.

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 19, 1877.

last week was tlio pendeslrian feat of Miss Be 
Ilia Von HiHein, wbo, on Monday evening, slat 
ed on a hundred mile walk to be completed o 
the course at Horticultural Hall within 28 hours 
Miss Von Hillern is tbe picture of a Pennsylva 
nia Dutch girl— a pleasant lace, light liair,sma 
figure, well-knit frame and with a general ai 
of determination and pluckuwlilch always au 
gur success. She claims 110 special qualities o 
physical endurance and says tliat any woma 
who will carefully observe the laws of healt 
may develope Hie same muscular strength 
When her walk began she was attired in a sui 
of plain gieyisli clotb wilh the skirts short, and 
carried in her band a small riding whip. Sh 
had several attendants who in order to save he 
all unnecessary slops, lifted her bodily from he 
carriage and conveyed her to tlie course, whicl 
extending around tlie hall was laid with saw 
dust and loam. This trad: was 31 Indies wide 
and 393 feet, 4 inches in circumference, thu: 
needing IScircuis to complete one mile, or 180C 
circuits for 100 roiles. From seven o'clock Mon 
day evening until nearly 11 o'clock TuesJa;. 
she walked almost without rest, making the 1W 
miles in a little over 25 hours. A large audience 
was assembled on both days and on Tuesda 
evening as the additional miles neared the 
promised 100, tlie excitement grew intense ; the 
people swarmed to the railings and as the las 
circuit was reached, and she crossed the fiua 
score, the time-keeper was astonished to fini 
on the face of tbe stop-watch : " 11 mlimles, 45 
seconds," the fastest mile made. On tlie ava 
rage, her time was about 14 minutes to the 
mile. She went immediately to her rootu am 
on being examined by her physicians, was 
found to ba in peifect physical condition.

will next attempt to walk 145 miles in 00 con- 
secutive hours, with only 2J hours sleep.

has just come to grief in this city. 


Two parties started a Savings' institution 


about a week ago in the lower pait of tbe city 
and distributed through the distiict very neatlj 
printed circuluis ; starting off with the old prov- 
erb. " When the purse is full friends are 
plenty, but when the purse is empty our friends 
depart, "the members of the firm in this circu- 
lar hold out to the public great inducements 
for the purpose ol obtaining deposits. Mr. John 
C. Walsh, a plumber, unfortunately for him— 
happened to get posession of one of Ihese docu- 
ments, and the following paragraph struck him 
as being rather liberal on the part of the " bank. 
ers :" "We open current accounts with all re- 
spectable trades-people and private parties with- 
out any limit as to amount, so that tlw party 
with $10 can have a banking account as well as 
bis rich neighbor with $10,000. 
We supply our 


patrons with check-books, and (a thing which 
no other banking house iu Ameiicais willing 
to do, though they could well afford it if they 
chose), we ,illow our fiicuds an interest at 
the rate of 10 per cent, per annum, payable 
monthly at our establishment, on the lowest 
current balance they have with us from mouth 
to mouth." This Induced Mr, Walsh to deposit 
$08 with the defendants on last Wednesday, 
uut with the understanding that lie was to 
draw out the amount when lie chose. It trans- 
pired that on the afternoon ofthe aame day Mr, 
Walsh had occasion to use $00 of the money 
and he made out a died; for this amount. The 
cheek he handed to Josephs. Krogau, a drug- 
gist, And requested him to draw the money. 
When Mr. Ktogan went to the bank he was in- 
formcd by the defendant that the money could 
not be paid, as they had received it in accordance 
nitli the following, which the circular also cou- 
laincd: — " We receive monev on deposits foi 
not less than sis months, and we require sixty 
days' notice in writing previous to withdrawal 
of same. We allow interest at tha rate of 15 
>er cent, per annum, and the interest is paya- 
,ble on the fiist of each and every month at 
our establishment.

to the police authorities. The details ofthe oc- 
currence appear to be as follows :— Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Sajres, has for some two years been sepa- 
rated from her husband, Alex. Sayres. 
Tbe 


wife lias attended the Church of the Ascen- 
sion for years. The cause of the separation was 
that about two years ago Sayres threw his wife 
down stairs at their residence at Sixth and Lo- 
cust street, and broke her arm. She bad him 
arrested for assault, bein" convicted he was sen- 
tenced to nine months imprisonment. The 
wifely heart releuted, however at the expiration 
of one month, and at her solicitation be was 
pardoned, but she refused to live with him. 
Since that lime be is stated to have given signs 
of insanity anil much trouble to his friends. 
There are two sons of Sayres, aged sixteen and 
eighteen years, who cling to their stepmother, 
and declare, in positive terms, that the insanity 
was played by him whenever be got into trou- 
ble and an outbreak followed, lie had been 
out of employment some time, and this proba- 
bly bad a depressing effect. Yesterday, while 
Mi's. Sayres was in Ihe act of shaking bauds with 
some friends, her husband, who was in the 
pew behind her, drew a pistol and shot her in 
the back, the ball entering neai tbe spinal col- 


umn, 
passing in a downward course, just es- 


caping the apex ofthe heart, and lodging in the 
left lung. She fell into the arms of those about 
her, and was taken into the vestry-room, where 
Dr, Keys, wbo was present, examined the 
wound, and ordered her removal to the Penn- 
sylvania Hospital, where tbe probe failed to lo- 
cate tbe lodgment of the ball. Dr. Keys states 
that tbe wound is fatal, as internal hemorrhage 
will cause death. The would-be murderer tried 
to escape, bul was captured and locked op at 
tbe station-house. Ue is rather a fine looking 
man, but has a sullen appearance. His board- 
ing mistress states that Sayres has complained 
of his head for some time, and appeared to be 
absent-minded. Dr. Keys says that the man is 
evidently insane.

VISIT TCTEMEBSON. 


Just outside the village of Concoid, Mass., at 


the intersection of the <ild road to Boston with 
that to Lexington, Is the home of Ilalph Waldo 
Emerson. Italands a little back fioin the road, 
and tall pines and firs before it. give it ati air of 
retirement well fitting the home of a philoso- 
pher. 


The original l.ouse was built liftj years ago, 


and as it now stands is a large, sqiiniu building, 
painted white and furnished with a gen-.-rous 
supply of windows and chimneys. A few years 
ago it was badly damaged ly lire ; but while 
tho owner was in Kumnu it was carefully n-a- 
tored by his friends, and a low improvements 
added, the only irrc'p.iiablii loss being some 
boxes of old sermons Mowed away in the gar- 
ret, which, having done g"od service in tlio 
hands of Puritan divlm s, now perished from an 
excess of llie element they lacked befoic. A 
roomy bain stands near tlie house, and behind 
lies a liltlo faitn ol nearly u dozen anes.

H hole external n|ipeatn nee of the place suugcbts 
oldfasiiioned comfort and hospitality. 


Within tlie house llie flavor of antiquitj is 


still more noticeable. Old pictures look duwi 
from the walls; quaint blue and white china 
holds tlie simple dinii"r; old fnrniti.ru liiiuss 
lo mind tho generations of the past. Just at 
tlie light as you enter is Mr. Emeison's libiary, 
a large square room, plainly furnished, but 
made pleasant by pictures and sunshine.
